Hanson W Baldwin, military writer for the New 
York Times, is one of the principal spokesmen against 
universal military training H * deplores continued em­ 
phasis oti our military weakness, if weakness It Is. "We 
cetrainly are not 'weak,' absolutely or relatively In 
either actual or potential military strength." He says 
• We have* elements of weakness, but we also have great 
« lements of strength Potentially, we are still 
by vir­ 
tue of our industry, our sea power, our air power—the 
greatest military power in the world, far superior to 
Russia.” 
It's that word "potentially" that hurts your argu­ 
ment, Mr Baldwin You don't conduct military oper­ 
ations with potential armies, you conduct them with 
armies in being 
Nobody knows what the future holds. Maybe a youth 
trained under the UMT never would have occasion to 
put his knowledge to work. Let us hope that would lie 
the case. But certainly young jieople trained in any 
kind of organized effort will have a better chance of 
acquitting themselves well in any national emergency 
which might come to pass. As one of your contempor­ 
aries on thK other side of the argument Says, referring 
to what will need to be done If war comes, "Only the 
authors of these feverish protests will stand and gape 
at the skies,"

New Wrinkle 
Another thing working men and women aren’t be­ 
ing told about the new Labor Management Relations 
Act by union spokesmen is the new wrinkle on the law s 
enforcement 
To make certin that the persons appointed to the 
National Labor Relations Board don't get any New 
DealLsh Illusions about Interpreting the Labor Man­ 
agement Act to suit any arm-twisting minority. Con­ 
gress created a watchdog committee, to be composed 
of 14 congressmen, half of them from each House. 
One of tin* specified J obs tills committee must do is 
watch the administration and operation of ex isting 
federal laws relating to labor relations. That means the 
NLRB henceforth will be under 24-hour scrutiny and 
that its numbers and employes can be called on the 
carpet a t any time to give* an account of themselves 
The new wrinkle comes, of course, lrom congres­ 
sional impatience with a long line' of New Deal agen­ 
cies, including the NLRB. on occasion, which ran away 
with the authority Congress gave them Robert N Den­ 
ham. the new general counsel, Abe Murdock, the lame- 
duck Democrat from Utah who will fill one of the two 
new NLRB J obs, and J Copeland Gray who will fill 
the other, will not be tempted to runa w a y. Denham 
apparently is in sympathy with tlx * law 
When the 
smoke has settled and we get a clear, fair and dispas­ 
sionate view,” he said, after his appointment, "I am 
confident wo will find that it will not be nearly as hard 
to get along with as some people feared." A congres­ 
sional committee will be breathing down the back of 
his collar, to make sure he continues to feel that way.
